_ A note lost by a young woman and 
found in a Jefferson Barracks car re- 
vealed Monday the romance of a gir! 
and a soldier who did not love her. 
The note was found by Conductor 
Otto Bender on the rear seat of the 
car. It was not addressed, but was 
signed, Catherine Hegel, 6560 Maple 
avenue.. In the note the writer an- 
nounedd her intention to kill herself 
and said that her body would be 
found near Jefferson Barracks be- 
tween Feb. 15 and Feb. 23. 

Investigation of the address given 
in the note developed the facts that 
Catherine Hegel is a maid there in 
the employ: of Lazarus Rosenbaum. 
The girl could not be seen, but the 
story was told of how she was in 
love with a soldier and being disap- 


pointed, had contemplated suicide. 
Alter losing the note the \girl regret- 
ted having written it.

PAISIN EXPERTS! 


Demand That. Paxton Give 
Up Hektoen Messages 
on Swope Inquiry. 


DOUBT IS EXPECTED 


Mrs. Swope Declared to Have 
the Epistles Which . Are 
Sought in Court.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 15.—The 
pattie is on for possession of a bundice 
of letiers written by Dr. Ludwig Hek- 
toen of‘ Chicago to-John G. Paxton of 
Independence, rélative to the chemical 


analysis of the organs of Col. Thomas 
H. Swope’s body. In the first skirmish, 
which took place before Judge Powell 
in the Circuit Court at Independence 
this morning, Paxtan won a temporary 
advantage. 

When Paxton was giving his depos!i- 
tion Saturday, he was asked by Attor- 
ney Frank P. Walsh how many letters 
he had received from Dr. Hektoen. H+ 
said he had received at least half a 
dozen, probably .a dozen. He was 
asked if they still were in his posses- 
sion. He said they were. He was asked 
if he would produce them. He said he 
would not. 


Letters Given to Mrs. Syvope. 

Walsh filed a motion in Judge Powell's 
court, asking that Paxton .be compelled 
to produce the letters. This was set for 
hearing this morning. Paxton made 
a statement that the letters were re- 
ceived by him as counsel for Mrs. Logan 
O. Swope and that on her demand, he 
had turned them over to her. The hear- 
ing on the motion was continued to 
Thursday morning. 

Judge Powell issued a subpena duces 
tecum against Paxton and Mrs. Swope 
di ng them to produce the Hektoen 
eh in his court at Independence 
Thursday forenoon. Ruling will be made 
ges 
jIn the meantime Attorney Walsh .will 
recall Paxton. before Notary Kelly and, 
will also subpoena Mrs. ‘Swope for fhe 
purpose of ascertaining exactly when 
the letters were.turned over to her. 
Attorney Walsh doés not know what 
| the letters contdin and he realizes that 
he is running the risk. by compelling 
them to .be made ~public, of eliciting 
information that will be prejtidicial to 
his client, but he is willing to take 
the chance. 


Resist Giving Up Epistles. 

He reasons that In view of the un- 
usually long time taken by the chemists 
in. making their analysis, that tests 
were sufficiently inconclusive to raise 
presumptions , unfavorable to poisoning 
theory. The ct beara sah with which Paxton 
refused Saturday to produce .the letters 
is taken to indicate that it is deemed 
important to withhold the contents: of 
the letters from D: Hyde and his at- 
torneys, and there is certain to be spir- 
ited resistance to the attempts of 
Walsh and his associates to have them 
produced. 

The taking of depositions was halted 
this morning by the inability of Walsh 
to induce the attendance of R. B. Mitch- 
ell and Judson Mann,’ undertakers, be- 
cause the grand jury had not finished 
with them. Walsh hopes to elicit from 
these men that in the handling of Col. 
Swope’s body, both before interment and 
after exhumation, there was such lack 
of precaution that tampering was pos- 
sible. 

Steps were taken by the grand jury to- 
day to put a stop to the taking of 
depositions by Attorney Walsh. Wit- 
nesses were instructed that they were 
to consider themselves as bound by the 
Oath of secrecy and were told to refuse 
to divulge, in the form of depositions, 
the information given ky them to the 
grand jury. 

Prosecuting Attorney Conkling says 
witnesses will be free to give their depo- 
sitions after the grand jury releases 
them. He declines to say when they will 
be released. It is understood that none 
of the witnesses will be released by the 
srand jury, but will be kept indefinitely, 
subject to recall. 

Dr. Hyde's preliminary hearing on the 
charge of murdering Col. Swope is set 
for Thursday forenoon before Justice 
Loar at Independence. On account of 
the grand jury investigation it will be

Hope in Disease Theory.

Suggests Senator Resign Im- 
mediately if It Is Shown He 
Was Elected by. Fraud. 





WOULD APPOINT FOLK 





Governor Wants Canvass of 
St.. Louis and Kansas City 
Vote Begun at Once. 


Svecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb... 15. — Gov. 
Hadley in a statement dictated today 
Geclared that the St. Louls and Kansas 
ity ballots in the senatorial primary 
were not burned on the day before he 
made his charge of fraud in connection 
with St. Lovis nomination, and that 
Stone’s statement that they were is an 
unqualified falsehood. If Stone is will- 
ing the Governor wants to make a 
recount and he has wired Gov. Folk 
for his consent. 

If Stone and Folk consent, the recount 
will begin at once. If the recount shows 
Stone to have been nominated through 
fraud, the Governor asks him to resign 
and says he will appoint Folk. His 
statement follows: 

“The defense of the Republicans and 
Senator Stone that I waited until the 
day after the senatorial primary before 
I made my charge of fraud is an un- 
qualified falsehood, The ballots have 
not been burned, either in Kansas City 
6r St. Louis. 

Would Appoint Folk. 

“If Stone is willing to meet the issue 
of facts he will consent for the ballots 
to be recounted. I wired Gov. Folk 
today asking for his consent to the re- 
count. If the consent of Stone and Folk 
is secured-the recount will begin at once 
with their representatives present. 

“Tf it is foumd that Stone was not 
honestly. nominated, he should resign 
and I will appoint Folk as his succes- 
sor. Then if Stone will consent to run 
again, I will agree to run against him 
in case Folk will not contest with him 
the nomination. 

“Stone now has an opportunity - to 
show his, faith and the honesty of his 
nomination by consenting. to a recount. 
If he declines, it cannot.but be accepted 
as a confession that he holds his of- 
fice by a tainted and imperfect title.” 


Little Hove for Recount. 
Continuing, Gov. Hadley said: “T 
have little hope, however, that Senator 
Stone. will agree to a recount of the 
baliots or to resign if that recount 
should show that he was not honestly, 
nominated. He is today, and has been 


chine in, this State in which behalf 
crimes against the ballot have been so 
frequently committed that they almost 
became conventional. 

‘In 1894 when Senator Stone became 
Governor, such outrageous frauds 
against the ballot were permitted or 
connived at\ by his police and election 
officials in Kansas City that the burst 
of indignation thereby aroused caused 
Senator Stone, with all his partisanship, 
to refuse to commission some of the 
beneficiaries of that -.raud. ; 

“Padding of the registration list, re- 
peating, intimidating voters, assaulting 
election judges, dfshonestly counting bal- 
lots cast, dishonestly counting ballots not 
cast and forging the election returns 
have from that day to this been more 
or less frequent. : 


Violence im St.Louis County 

“Gov. Folk suffered in his campaign 
for Governor by crimes against the bal- 
lot and the assaults committed upon his 
supporters in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County. When the decent members of 
the Democratic party had thus brought 
home to them the outrage and injustice 
of the election methods that had for 
years been practiced against the Repub- 
licans, they defeated the. political ma- 
chine that had for years relied upon 
such methods for succegs.

Mrs. .Bowker summoned the taxicab 
a moment after she had learned, in a 
telephone message from her sister, Mrs. 
Richard Schumacher, of a letter which 
Mrs. Schumacher had just _ received 


from their mother. 

“IT am going on a long journey,’’ the 
letter read. “I,don’t want to be a bur- 
den to you.” 

The letter, received by Mrs: Schu- 
macher Monday afternoon at her home, 
5892 January avenue, but showing by 
ie postmark that it had been mailed 
Saturday, so alarmed the young woman 
that she telephoned to her sister, who 
is employed downtown. 

When Mrs. Bowker reached the basse 
she was told by the landlady, Mrs. An- 
nie Thompson, that Mrs. Kirchline bad 
not been seen for several hours. “But 
she was out early this morning ana 
went to a drug store,’ she added. | 

The daughter ran upsteirs. As she 


had come too late. | 

A note, addressed to the landlady, lay 
on the floor. The daughtef. snatéhea it 
and read the first few words: aloud, 
They were an apology to Mrs. Thomp- 
son for the trouble which a death in 
her house would cause. Then the 
daughter thrust the note into her hana- 
pag and did not offer to give it to 
Mrs. Thompson. 

Vials which had contained carbolie 
acid and morphine were found in. the 
room. ’ 

The note was read Tuesday at the 
Coroner's inquest. “Dear Mrs. Thomp- 
son,’ it said, “please ’ ekcuse me for 
any trouble I cause you. I am sick, 
and dread getting. 80 old that I may 
be a burden 6 someone. Someone 
please call for my things Monday.” 

Mrs. Kirchline was 54 years old ana 
was a trained nurse. She was married 
a second time a few years ago, but had 
separated from her husband. This fact, 
dnd ill health, are believed to have 

caused her to end her life.

POISON HE SOLD 


Dr. Richard Duncan Hudson 
Unable to Escape Drug 
That Enslaved Him. 








Even a vow made over his mother’s 
Gead body could not break the chains 
of habit which enslaved Dr. Richard 
Duncan Hudson to the most degrading 
‘of drugs—cocaine. For seven years he 
used the drug constantly, sold it to 
the debased beings who were in his own 


plight, and became known, by his suc- 
cessful defiance of the law, as the “Co- 
eaine King.” He died early Tuesday 
from an overdose of the poison which 
he nightly retailed. 

Hudson’s death occurred yat the City 
Dispensary while physicidns were pre- 
paring to inject strychnia into his co- 
caine-saturated system.

County officers are still at sea trying 
to unravel the mystery surrounding the 
dynamiting of Hotel Delmar, 6601 Del- 
mar avenue, and the saloon of Jacob 
Mueller, next door, Sunday night. Thus 
far no evidence has been adduced upon 
which an arrest can be made, although 
Marshal John Willman of University 
City has been working on at least four 
theories. 

A theory that has-been given consid- 
erable weight is that the attempt to 
blow up the buildings is a part of a plot 
that also involves a gambling war at 
Hanover Station, Ind. Explosions in 
Chicago followed troubles in the gam- 
bling world. There over’ forty -bombs 
were thrown in attempts to demolish 
poolrooms, warning having been sent 
to newspapers in advance that the work 
of demolition would take place at defi- 
nite times. Several of these attempts 
were executed as scheduled and caused 
many bookmakers to fear for their lives. 


Rumor About Hotel. 


The Hotel Delmar was formerly the 
headquarters for county gamblers dur- 
ing the World's Fair, and it is still the 
belief of persons in the county that betg 
are taken there occasionally at the 
present time. Mark Gumberts, a well- 
known bookmaker, has charge of the 
Hotel Delmar. — _ . 

A letter written to a morning news- 
paper and received the day following 
the explosion announced that the writ- 
er would be revenged upon a Mr. Payne, 
a bookmaker of Cincinnati, who is said 
to be a part owner in the poolroom re- 
cently blown up. at Hanover, Ind. The 
letter recites that all poolrooms in 
which Payne is interested are in dan- 
ger. 

Letter Not Signed. 

The letter was not signed. It referred 
to John Payne, in all probability, ac- 
cording to Mark Gumberts. Payne is 
head of a telegraph bureau.that sends 
out racing news. 

Other theories upon which the coun- 
ty authorities are working are motives 
of revenge that may be harbored 
against the Mueller saloon or the res- 
taurant of N. D. Pand@jaris at 6603 Del- 
mar boulevard. A “skinner’’ who tried 
to rob a customer in Mueller’s saloon 
on Saturday, and who was detected and 
punished by the bartender, threatened 
trouble. A Greek who had been ordered 
away from Pandjaris’ restaurant for 
causing a disturbance is also suspect- 
ed. Deputy Marshals James Walsh and 
George Ward gave the Greek his walk- 
ing papers, and it is the belief of Mar- 
shal John Willman that this man may 
have returned and fired off the dyna- 
mite.

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IN MONOPOLY’S GRIP. 

_ “Point No. 7,” outlined in Monday’s Post-Dis- 
' patch, is that St. Louis pays a tax on its natural 
* advantage for the benefit of Kansas City as well 
as Chicago. The advantage of an accessible and 
abundant coal supply is taken away from St. 
_ Louis by the railroads and conferred on cities 
which are less fortunately situated. 
* The rate on St. Louis coal to Kansas City is 
6-10 of a cent per tou per mile, which is from 
one-sixth to one-half tne rate St Louis must pay. 

The average rate for all kinds of freight in the 
section in which both Kansas City and St. Louis 
are put by the Interstate Commerce Association, 
is 96-100 of a cent per ton per mile, as compared 
to 3-4 of a cent for the whole country. But St. 
Louls pays on coal mined in its own industrial

The spirit of daring adventure which led men 
to seek fortune through the trackless wilderness 
survives in St. Louis, That was proved by the 
fact that about a thousand persons went to the 
Art Museum on foot Sunday. WHntrance to the 
park from De Baliviere was through a soft black 
mess until the oiled roadway was reached.

With the coal rate reducing the American average 
on all freight while St. Louis is paying the average 
twice over, the rate to Omaha, Neb., through St. 
Louis, from Murphysboro, Il)., is $2.374 a ton, or $2 
a ton from East St. Louis, through St. Louls. 

This rate “absorbs the St. Louis Terminal charge.” 
In other words, abolishes against the point west of 
St. Louis, the tax of .v cents a ton St. Louis pays for 
moving its own coal inside its own limits. 

It is from 413 to 487 freight miles from St. Louis to 
Omaha. It is 93 freight miles from Murphysboro to 
St. Louis. On this haul of over 500 miles for $2.37%, 
the charge is a little over four-tenths of a cent per 
mile per ton. It is less than half the average on all 
freight, officially reported in this district west ot 
St. Louis. It would be less than half with the rate at 
47.5 cents a ton for each 100 miles in a 0-mile haul. 
As the average is made up from freight of ‘all kinds, 
the cheap rate through St. Louis on coal from the 
Murphysboro district might still be too high to al- 
low Omaha to afford to supply itself with coal from 
the Illinois-St. Louis field. But as compared with the 
St. Louis rate of 62 cents a ton, this Omaha rate 
through St. Louis, with the Terminal charge of W 
cents a ton absorbed or abolished, is a very cheap 
rate. The high rate St. Louis pays helps to make it 
so. In some cases, as in Collinsville coal, it may pay 
ei¢ht times the Omaha rate. To the extent it is 
still too high for Omaha with St. Louis paying high 
rates on its own coal to cheapen it, the 20-cents-a-ton 
tax on St. Louis’ natural advantages is illustrated as 
it works against St. Louis. It works whether the 
city which offered the low rate through S8t. Louig, 
with the 20-eent St. Louls Terminal charges abolished 
against it, is competing with St. Louis or not. 

St. Louis is helping to pay for cheap coal for 
Chicago by paying high for its own natural ad- 
vantages. It does the same thing for Omaha ana 
other Western cities, which are not great manu- 
facturing centers. Whether it helps them or not. 
the point is brought out by the arithmetic of ev- 
ery case thet St. Louis is paying twice over, or 
more than twice over, for the greatest natural ad 
vantage a great manufacturing city can have. No 
matter who is helped, or if nobody at ail is helped. 
St. Louis is paying twice, three times and four 
times as much a mile for hauling the coal located 
by nature inside its industrial limits as if it were 
from two hundred to five hundred miles away 
from it. The general rate covers what the traf. 
fic will bear. The arbitrary Terminal tax then 
gdds in above that ali the natural advantages 


will bear.

‘Poverty of the worst character In the early days 
did not produce divorces or prevent marriages. -That 
was because all were poor, while none could flaunt 
their wealth in the faces of those who produced It. 
Today if those who produce wealth had all they pro- 
duced there would ‘Ye’no poverty and no prostitution 
and divorces would decrease and marriages increase. 
If you do not believe this, make a personal investt- 
gation among your neighbors who are suffering these 
ills. Socialism would give the producers all they pro- 
duce and poverty would disappear and with it would 
disappear the condition it produces.

Bleven members of the Municipal As- 
sembly, three members of the Board of 
Public Improvements and one member 
of the Public Service Commission, who 
returned Tuesday after an inspection of 
the natural gas wells of Oklahoma, are 
convinced that there is an abundance 
of natural gas in the Hogshooter fields 
to supply St. Louis, and that it is feasi- 
ble to pipe it to this city. 

The city officials were guests of the 
St. Louis Gas, Heat and Power Co, 
during the four days of the trip. They 
found in the Hogshooter fields in North- 
ern Oklahoma % capped wells belonging 
to the Braden syndicate, with a total 
daily capatity of 594,726,197 cubic feet of 
natural ‘gas, containing 900 heat units 
a foet. 


St. Louis is now consuming 12,000,000 
cubic feet of gas a day, of about 600. 


heat units a cubic foot. One day's max- 
imum output of the gas wells owned by 
the Braden syndicate would supply the 


present demand of St. Louis for 60 days. 


Besides these ‘wells, the Braden interests 
have approximately 500,000,000 feet of gas 
capped in other districts. 


“TURSDAY EVENING, 
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“FEBRUARY 35, 1910, 
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and ‘gas plants ef Tulsa to see natural 
gas in actual use. They saw the 18%- 
kilowatt electric light and power plant 
operated by two gas engines, and the 
boilers of the ice plant fied with natural 
gas, 

Only two men required to operate 
the electric light and power piants ow- 
ing to the efficiency and cleanliness of 
natural gas fuel. 

The officials drove through the Hog- 
shooter district, 50 miles north ef Tulsa, 
sunday. Six of the big natural gas 
wells were opened to demonstrate that 
there an abundance of natural gas 
for. immediate delivery to St. 
Louis as soon as a pipe. line can be 
constructed. 

The John Allison well, 
City of 36.000,000 cubic feet; was allowed 
spout 10 minutes. In that time iit 
emitted 250,000 cubic feet of gas. Buckets 
thrown over the mouth of the well 
Were hurled 350 feet. in the air, and 
some-of them weré blown to pieces. 

The rock pressure of the gas wells 
averaged about 535 pounds to the square 
inch. ‘ne Hogshooter fields are 17 miles 
long and three mfles wide, and are 
regarded by experts as one of the 
world’s greatest *natural gas districts. 
There is littie gas being piped from 
the field, Muskogee and Bartlesville 
taking a few milHon feet a day. There 
rest of the gas is capped in, awaiting
